Hundred* of Application* D»ily For 
tbe Sixty ThouBimd Poiitlonii to Be 
Filled—How Inqulclea Are Pumned. 
May Be Tw«nty-flvc Million Enu- 
merator*' Schedule*. 


The government is getting ready to 


spend $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 on the 
twelfth census of the United States and 
for the 60,000 positions to be filled hun- 
dreds of applications are already being 
received daily at Washington. While 
the general plan of taking the census 
will be the same as was adopted in 
1890, the government will profit by 
past experience and will conduct it on 
a much more practical plan than here- 
tofore. 


In preparing the reports there are 


really two counts tnken of the popula- 
tion. The first is by enumerators, who 
make their canvass from house to house 
and from farm to farm, noting the 
number of persons to each family in 
connection with other information. The 
second count is taken at the bureau. It 
would be the task of years to ascertain 
the number of people in the United 
States if the usual methods of addition 
were followed, but tbe bureau brings 
into use a device which allows 100 
clerks to get out the totals in a few 
days. This time they will probably com- 
plete additions within ten days. 


One of the rooms in tbe census bureau 


will ba fitted up with electric tabu- 
lators, each of which is connected to a 
keyboard regulated by one of the count- 
ing clerks. Each tabulator is arranged 
to register from 1 to 40. As tbe reports 
of the numerators are received, piles are 
placed beside tbe operator, ho picks up 
the first, glances at the figures marked 
ia a certain corner, touches tbe key on 
which that figure is marked and the 
corresponding figures appear on the face 
of the tabulator. By comparing these 
with the ones on the report he knows 
whether he has registered accurately 
or not. At the same time the total num- 
ber registered appears in another space 
on tbe face of the tabulato'r. If the fam- 
ily comprises 17 persons,.that number 
is registered in addition to the 50,000 
or more which may have been counted. 
It is calculated that no family will ex- 
ceed 40 persons, including the children, 
brothers and sisters and otbci relations 
who may be living in the house. In 
ca?e the number runs above 40 it must 
be added separately, but this seldom oc- 
curs. When it is stated that lOOoC 
tlj^se machines ate being worked at the 
same time by counters, who finger the 
keys almost as rapidly as 51' they were 
working a typewriter, an idea may be 
gained of the speed with which the 
work progresses. 


In the last census some of this force 


counted 48,000 persons daily. They 
were among the women clerks, bow- 
ever, who obtained a much better rec- 
ord for speed than did the men, who 
ranged from 25.000J to '30,000 persons 
each daily. It is expected that this year 
fully 10,000,000 persons will be counted 
daily, or at the rate of nearly 2,000,000 
families, which, as already statedj ought 
to complete tbe work within ten days. 
The canvas from house to house will be- 
gin at tbe same time all over the conn- 
try. To carry out this part of the cen- 
sus properly, the country is divided into 
300 districts, each in charge of a super- 
visor, who has the appointment of v the 
enumerator. Altogether about 50,000 
of these enumerators will be needed. 
Any one who is-fairly intelligent tmd 
who can read and write is qualified'for 
the position and this army will be made 
up principally of -those-who have influ- 
ence with tbe supervisors, either through 
congressional representatives or other- 
wise. 


It is not an easy undertaking, as the 


ones who canvass tbe cities will have 
many more families to visit than will 
those in the rural sections. The limit 
is supposed to be about 4,000 families, 
although in some portions of the United 
States all of the time jvill be required 
for an enumerator to visit 50 or 60 
families, owing to the distance between 
habitations in the more sparsely settled 
portions. Tbe pay will range from 3 
cents a name upward, varying accord- 
ing to the difficulties of the work, and 
is largely at the discretion of the super- 
visors. 


The government is very much inter- 


ested in knowing what proportion of 
the people is not self • supporting, also 
what portion is insane or imbecile; and 
it keeps a careful record of the men 
who have been in its'military service. 
The report, which is required to be 
made of each family, however, contains 
answers to about 30 questions, which 
give enough information to furnish a 
fair account of every person -who comes 
under tho enumerator. • The questions 
relate to the number of 'persons in the 
family vieited; their names, relation- 
ship, color, sex, age,' condition, birth- 
place, number of children of tbe various 
parents; citizenship, the school attend- 
ance of the children, those who speak 
English and those who-gpoak-n.foreign 
language; if tha dwelling-is owned or 
jented or mortgaged. 
• •• • 


Ample apace is allotted for this in- 


formation, and in a 'conspicuous space 
in the corner of tho sheet is a place for 
figures representing the number of per- 
sons. In cities and Iar.ger,yiiiage8 the 
canvassers call at the principal factories 
and business places and-thus obtain ad- 
ditional statements which tend to verify 
those made in the dwellings.1 -Schedules 
assigned to the country flretricts'include 
general questions! abbtit the 'ntimber of 
acres to the farm, acreage of cultiva- 
tion, tbe average yield of the principal 
crops and the variety qf stanle.8 .which 
are raised.

manufacturing, mining and the like. 


I In the reports rn ngricnltnre it also 


gives special attention to the cultiva- 
tion of staple creps, growing of fruits 
and the raising of certain vegetables. 
TLe fishing business, which was consid- 
erably neglected in the last census, will 
be exhaustively investigated, especially 
jib to methods and production. 


The various special agents, of whom 


probably 2,500 will be employed at dif- 
ferent times, are supposed to have a 
technical knowledge of the work to 
which they are assigned. For instance, 
a bank clerk cr bookkeeper will not he 
sent to obtain statistics of steel manu- 
facturing, nor will a man familiar with 
the manufacture of nails be commis- 
sioned to obtain facts regarding the 
textile industry or the growing of to- 
bacco. A report on cotton manufactur- 
ing iti certain districts means not only 
the upmber of mills, the capital invest- 
ed and the amount of equipment, but 
the number, character and age of em- 
ployees, the quality and quantity of 
goods manufactured, the average market 
price, the power utilized, the cost of 
the fuel, if any, the age of the mills 
and the material of which they are 
built, the possibilities for enlargement 
and the general prospects. To do work 
of this kind requires a man who has an 
idea of the industry; otherwise bad 
mistakes will greatly affect the charac- 
ter of the report. Some of the special 
agents may be in the service only a few 
days, while others will be hard at work 
possibly for two years. One may have 
his field of labor in a district a few 
miles square, while another may travel 
a thousand miles in order to gain what 
he desires, for much of his information 


mtist be obtained personally. 


Enumerators and special agents com- 


prise the field force. Supervisors, how- 
ever, have nothing to do vith the spe- 
cial agents, who receive all their in- 
structions from Washington direct. To 
handle the thousands of pieces of liter- 
ature which begin coming in a few 
days after the enumerators start out 
and which continues for two or three 
years requires a large office force. The 
present bureau will be divided into five 
sections, each in charge of a bureau 
chief, who in turn is under a chief stat- 
istician, of whom five are appointed. 
These are the executive heads of the 
bureau and are under the general su- 
pervision of the director and bis assist- 
ant. Attached to the director's office is 
a geographer and the necessary force 
for attending to the correspondence and 
reports, which must be handled in the 
director's office proper. The great hulk 
of tbe work, however, comes through 
the five divisions. In general, it may 
be considered that they digest and sep- 
arate the information. Every schedule 
from the enumerators and every report 
from the agents passes through so many 
hands and is osamined so many times. 
As it goes from department to depart- 
ment, each department extracting what- 
ever information it desires for tabula- 
tion, the reports of the 'special agents 
are very closely scrutinized by em- 
ployees, who are appointed especially 
for the purpose of detecting errors. 
When any are found, the report either 
is sent back to the agent for correction 
or efforts are made to obtain the ac- 
curate data from the sources of the in- 
formation. 


To handle the necessary correspond- 


ence relating to these matters, to cor- 
respond with the various supervisors 
and to attend to other mail matter will 
require more than 100 stenographers 
and correspondence clerks, in addition 
to expert bookkeepers, copyists, ordi- 
nary clerks, watchmen, janitors and 
messengers. 
The mail matter will be 


enough to run a good size postoffice, and 
a branch of the city postoffice service 
probably will be established in the bu- 
reau in order to save tirae. Salaries 
will range all the way from $3,000 a 
year, paid to the chief statisticians, to 
f 240, paid the office cleaners. The spe- 
cial agents will average from $3 to $6 a 
day for actual work, in addition to 
what is necessary for traveling expenses. 


At the end of the last census some 


interesting conclusions were made as to 
the quantity of the matter handled by 
the census bureau. Its weight was esti- 
mated1 at 805 tons, and the space it oc- 
cupied in the storage rooms was 29,000 
cubic feet As there will be a large in- 
crease in the number of reports on the 
present work these figures will give an 
idea of what it means to take the com- 
ing twelfth census of the United States.

Connect All Military Po«t« In the 
riUllppineh-Tai.lt Mar TiUte Mor* 
Than Two Year*—Content! of the 
VemeVi Careo. 


Spick and span under her coat of 


pure white, no one would recognize in 
Uncle Sam's new cable steamship, Gen- 
eral Hooker, the old Spanish passenger 
steamship Panama, captured during the 
war by the little tug Mangrove. But 
fuch is a fact, and the Panama, now 
the General Hooker, under the influ- 
ence of hard cash, liberally spent by her 
new owner, has taken a new lease of 
life. She is going to the Philippines, 
where she will lay at least 300 miles of 
cable. 


The mission of the vessel and her offi- 


cers and crew is to lay branches to con- 
nect all tho military stations on the is- 
lands with the main cable lines. The 
task may take more than two years. 


A small army of men worked on the 


Hooker the other day as she lay along- 
side the government pier at the foot of 
Pacific street, Brooklyn. Painters were 
putting the last touches to her intesior 
finish. Tinsmiths were lining with zino 
the small refrigerators on the port and 
starboard sides of the spar deck forward. 
Other workmen were busily engaged 
in fitting up the quarters of the firemen 
and sailors in the'tween decks forward. 


The General Hooker has gained a 


new topgallant forecastle since she was 
rechristened and at the Morse Iron 
works in South Brooklyn, where fhe 
was practically rebuilt, new tubes were 
put in her boilers. The little pilothouse 
on top of the superstructure was re- 
placed by a steel deckhouse, the forward 
end of which is used as a, pilothouse 
and the rest as a stateroom for the cap- 
tain—Stephen Hanlon, an experienced 
navigator, who has walked the bridge 
of ocean steamships for more than 30 
years. 


Captain Hanlon was found superin- 


tending the arrival of a consignment of 
charts and volumes of salty wisdom 
needed in a trip of such length as the 
Hooker is undertaking. 


"There in hatch No- 1," he said, 


pointing downward, "are 70 tons of ca- 
ble coiled in a tank. As the cable weighs 
three tons to the mile, there are a little 
more than 23 miles in that tank. In 
No. 2 hold, which is just abaft this one, 
we have another tank, which now holds 
450. tons of cable, or a continuous line 
150 miles in length. No. 3 hold, aft, 
contains 280 tons, or a little more than 
93 miles of cable- 


"Besides this, we have stored on 


board 1,000 miles of shore telegraph 
wire which with the fittings that go 
with it -weighs 160 tons more. There 
are also on hoard 170 miles o£ shore ca- 
ble, 
and, altogether, with the coal, 


stores and supplies of all sorts, the Pan- 
ama had 2,300 tons measurement on 
board when she left New York. 


"The voyage to Manila will occupy 


at least 80 days, for, with the auxiliary 
machinery which gives the vessel great- 
er weight and her deep draft, I do not 
expect her to log much more than nine 
knots an hour on the average." 


The General Hooker will pay a cable 


over a drum placed on the forecastle 
bead, and the machinery for picking 
up the cable is placed on the spar deck 
forward of the fore hatch. 


Pointing over the port and starboard 


bows, on the topgallant forecastle, are 
two 6 pounder rapid fire gune, the 
vessel's only armament.—New York 
Journal.

Apply to Alfred Abeel, first 
lieutenant Seventeenth Michigan iu- 
fautry. Recruiting office opposite Rath' 
bun House." The poster also bears the 
picture of an eagle, with spread wings, 
bearing in its mouth a streamer on 
which are the words, "Michigan true 
to the Union.!' The Rev. Mr. Milling- 
ton gave the poster to his brother, anH 
the latter prizes it very highly.—Rouio 
Sentinel.

Company E was the center of the

near Manila. An order to retreat found 
Schneider far in advance of his com- 
pany. He saw a number of natives com- 
ing for him, and started to rejoin his 
comrades. In returning through the un- 
derbrush he stumbled over a member of 
his own company lying wounded and 
unahle to walk. He started to carry 
him out of range when they were dis- 
covered by four Filipinos.

He tried to, 
fight them off with his clnbhed mnsket, 
hut was knocked senseless. When here- 
covered consciousness, he saw two ol' 
them cutting the wounded man's heart 
out. Two others hegan beating him and 
he again began to fight. "When about to 
give up, a volley was fired and he saw 
his enemies drop dead. He again lost 
consciousness, to wake up a few honra 
later lying in a deep hole on top of the 
dead insurgents.

A. Cord of Wood. 


Few persons comprehend the produc- 


tive capacity of a cord of wood. Chem- 
ical experiments are occasionally de- 
veloping new uses for wood in matters 
remote from its ordinary adaptability, 
and the feature that is exciting a great 
deal of interest just now is the trans- 
formation of wood products into liquids. 


i Although under the strongest kind of 
1 pressure wood yields scarcely any mois- 


ture, by meaus of heat wood will evolve 
gases and liquids of marked potency and 
utility. In converting wood into char- 
coal gases and smoke arise which can be 
condensed into pyroligneous acid. It is 
estimated that there is fully 65 per cent 
of this acid in a given quantity of wood, 
and from it are extracted wood alcohol, 
acetate of lime and wood tars. The al- 
oobol thus obtained is said to be a very 
satisfactory substitute for grain, alcohol 
for mechanical and manufacturing pur- 
poses, and it can be produced at less 
than one-third of the cost of the grain 
alcohol. 


Investigations conducted with prac- 


tical objects in view have disclo'sed 
these interesting facts: A cord of wood 
which weighs 4,000 pounds will yield 
about 2,050 pounds of pyroligneous acid 
and 700 pounds of charcoal; the ucid 
will produce abont 9 gallons of S3 per 
cent crude -wood alcohol, about 25 gal- 
lons of tar and fully 300 pounds of ace- 
tate of lime.

the Philippines. 


WAESHIP ATTACKED BY WILD MEN 


How » Boatload of Irorrotei 


Bed to Capture the Mon*dnoele—Fir- 
ing »t m. Water Buffalo and Chaainc 
a PlB—Carton* Content! at a Load- 
ed Cannon. 
War at beat is hell. After the thin 


veil of glamour, freczy and glory ia 
drawn aside there is nothing left save 
the bleaching skeletons and the desolate 
homes. In battle there are the screech 
of shells and the dull report of their ex- 
plosion, the thunder of fieldpieces, send- 
ing pounds of solid steel toward an ene- 
my ; there are the rattle of small arms, 
like the roll of distant drums, the blind- 
ing smoke, the singing of Mausers and 
the hum of Remingtons; there are the 
chatter of affrighted monkeys, the 
scoldings of parrots, the howls of slink- 
ing curs, and then, in the wake of the 
victors, arise the smoke and Same of 
burning huts. Add to this pandemonium 
the hoarse yells of the combatants, the 
cries of homeless women and children, 
the groans of the wounded, the set 
faces of the dead, and one may have a 
faint conception of a small engagement 
in a tropic land. 


During the iirst engagement, while 


the company was firing at will into the 
woods ahead, a forlorn water buffalo, 
the national beast of burden, meandered 
into the ricefield directly in front of the 
line. The writer immediately directed 
his fire toward the buffalo with no ap- 
parent result. Afterward, during a lull 
in the firing, we shamefully confessed 
to having wasted our strength in this 
ignoble manner and were surprised to 
learn that every man had done likewise. 
At all events, the beast made good its 
escape, for it patiently plodded ahead 
until the timber swallowed it up. 


During the charge at Caloocan a fren- 


zied pig of diminutive size dashed from 
beneath a bamboo hut and, apparently 
judging that all the commotion was for 
his benefit, thought Lest to retire.

It is laughable, even in 
times of peace, to watch another man 
chase a hog, but when men forsake 
their places, forget the roar of conflict, 
the hum of bullets, t'ue shouts of the 
victors and thft wails of the wounded, to 
grapple with an eight pound shoat, the 
scene becomes ludicrous in the extreme. 
We took the trouble to learn that the 
pig got away. 


At night the natives take delight in 


holding love feasts, and the sound of 
revelry is very distinct. 
The Filipinos 


are natural born musicians, and their 
band entertains us with such tunes as 
"Afterthe Ball," "Hot Time," "Stand 
Up for Jesus," "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" and "Throw Out the Life Line." 
It la a mystery where and when they 
learned these American melodies, but 
the fact remains that they do know 
them and render the same with remark- 
able accuracy. The Filipino has great 
contempt for the Chinaman as a fighter, 
hence a favorite yell of the insurgents 
is, 
"Americano v 
Chino agnail" 


(American and Chinaman equal). This 
eally always brings forth the beartiest 
applause from listening rebels. 
We 


were much amused the other night by 
one. 
"Ready! Aim! Fire I" cried he, 


and laughed loudly at bis own wit. 


A moat distressing accident befell a 


boatload of Igorrotes not long since. It 
was in this wise: The monitor Monad- 
nock lies just off Malabon, and at night 
lights up the whole country with its 
searchlight. The wild men did not ex- 
actly admire this method of competing 
with the sun, so bethought themselves 
of a plan to capture the floating fort. 
Accordingly a large rowboat was pro- 
cured and speedily filled with an aggre- 
gation of these patriots. Having ap- 
proached within TOO yards, the bar- 
barians discharged a volley of steel tip-

Abieutminded 


Kacently a Chicago railroad iu»ylayed 


in its unclaimed parcel room five barrels 
of rubber overshoes and a box full of 
false teeth. All this property and more 
during a period of six months had been 
left oil the suburban and through trains 
by absent minded passengers. The gen- 
oral baggage agent, upon being asked 
what was tbe oddest occurrence of this 
kind, said that a woman once left on a 
train a 6-months-old baby, and she did 
not miss it until a trainman overtook 
ber with the little bundle of humanity 
before she got outside of tbe train shed.

It was a fine 
pomt, and tbo speaker made the most 
of it, buruicg before it the lamp of his 
eloquence until tho crowd were wild 
with excitement. Thee Henry sat down, 
and Johnson got up amid catcalls and 
scoffs to auswer him. 
" Wbat my oppouent has told yon is 


true," ho said. "Ireland was suffering, 
aud I voted against an appropriation for 
her relief, for the money which it was 
thus proposed to give away was not 
mine, but yours; yours because it was 
iu tha public coffers. I refused to give 
away money which did uot belong to 
me, but I went down into my own pock- 
et aud out of my own private funds— 
which I had a right to bestow—I sub- 
scribed §200 to the relief fund which was 
being quietly raised. How much of his 
own money did Mr. Henry give? Not a 
cent. 
Ho was too busy trying to gi*e 


away yours. Now, gentlemen, which of 
us two did the better part by suffering 
Ireland?" The effect of this was magical. 
The catcalls were now for Henry and 
the cheers for Johnson. 


Thus the campaign went on, ending 


in a victory for the ox-ta:1or, who once 
more took his place among the statesmen 
of the land.

"Washington, May 3.—The session of 


the Associan tn -,,f American Physicians 
at the A'ii. :aen yesterday was marked 
r-v .MI i..::»irtant paper on typhoid in the 
\ >' .r-toor f:»mps by Dr. V. C. Vaughn, 
••'IK- of the board of surgeons appointed 
by Surgeon Genez-al Sternberg last sum- 
mer to look into this matter when the 
epidemic of typhoid was prevalent in 
the various army camps. 


The board made a very thorough study 


of the subject, and its report has been 
looked forward to as an authoritative 
work. 
The report is not jet com- 


pleted, but Dr. Vaughn's paper was in 
the nature o£ an advance statement, 
with the sanction of General Sternberg, 
who was present at the meeting. 


Dr. Vaughn's paper was a severe ar- 


raignment of the volunteer surgeons, and 
incidentally of the officers who were re- 
sponsible for the policing of the great 
campa at Jacksonville, Chickamaug*., 
Camp Alger and Montauk Point. The 
board visited all these points and found 
that not only was there a great deal more 
typhoid than was at first supposed, but 
that the surgeons, mostly of the volun- 
teer class, were, from ignorance or other 
motives, treating and reporting typhoid 
under the names of "persistent malaria," 
"indigestion," 
"gastric 
fever" 
and 


"typho-malaria." 


CUT HIS THROAT. 


ios«ph Best Notified His Wife and • Minister of 


His Rash Intention. 


Providence, May 4.—Joseph Bert of 


Attleboro, Mass., was found dead in 
his room at the City hotel yesterday, 
lie had partially removed his clothing1, 
and apparently stretched out on the 
floor, held his head over a large basin, 
cut his throat on the left side and al- 
lowed the blood to drop into the basin 
until he was exhausted. 
The act waa 


committed with a small penknife. Two 
bodies containing laudanum were also 
found near the body, and it is believed 
that he drank a part of their contents. 


Best left his home in Attleboro Tuesdr y 


morning, telling his wife he intended to 
go to Pawtucket on business. That af- 
ternoon both she and Rev. J. R. Byron 
of Attleboro received letters from Besit, 
posted at Pawtucket at noon, announc- 
ing that he intended to kill himself. The 
minister and Mrs. Best set out to search 
for the man, and Tuesday morning 
looked through Pawtucket, accompanied 
by a city detective, without finding a 
trace of the missing man. Beat was al 
that time at the City hotel in this city.

Blood examinations of many of tha 


"malaria" patients failed to show the 
presence of the malaria bacillus, but 
there was every indication of well- 
marked typhoid. 
These patients were 


bedn? treated with quinine, and nat- 
urally either died or had to be sent to 
city hospitals, where their disease was 
properly diagnosed. 


The board made an extra careful ex- 


amination of the water supply of the 
various camps,' and found that the prev- 
alance of typhoid could not be ,laid to 
impure water in any large degyee. The 
explanation, Dr. Vaughn said, was in the 
disgustingly filthy 
condition of tha 


camps, where the excreta of typhoid 
patients were strewn broadcast with 
no apparent effort either to sterilize 
them or collect them so as to prevent 
the spreading of contagion to the re- 
mainder of the camp. 
The final re- 


port of the board will deal largely with 
sanitary measures for the governing: 
of camps, and the best form of steriliz- 
ing apparatus to use in case of fever 
outbreaks. 


Surgeon General Sternberg said that 


it certainly seemed strange, after the 
lessons of the Civil war, that our camps 
should have been infected by typhoid, 
which we knew so well. "He had is- 
sued a circular to all meflical officers, 
pointing out the dangers in this regard 
and explaining how they might be avoid- 
ed. 
General Sternberg referred to the 


appointment of volunteer medical army 
officers by the governors of states, tha 
former thereby becoming responsible 
for the health of our oa.mps. 
TJ|e re- 


sult had been unsatisfactory. 
It did 


seem to him to be inconsistent that we 
should set ourselves up to show the 
Spaniards how to eradicate yellow fever 
from their cities, while our camps were 
infected seriously with typhoid. 
He 


declared that any adverse conditions 
which prevailed at Montauk should not 
be held against the regular army med- 
ical officers, few of whom were there. 


Dr. Dock of the University of Michigan 


spoke of his investigations at the Stern- 
berg general hospital. 
The misunder- 


standing regarding the symptoms of 
typhoid, and the over-estimation of the 
effects of quinine formed, Dr. Dock de- 
clared, the striking faults of the volun- 
teer medical service. 
Most of the vol- 


unteer medical officers •went to camp 
with the exception of fighting no end 
of malaria. 
In one regiment each man 


was provided with 200 grains of quinine 
and a 3-ounce bottle of paregoric. 
The 


great bulk of supposed malaria cases 
were not malarial infections at all, but 
many of the doctors, regardless of this, 
dosed their patients with 30 or 40 grains 
of quinine each day.

ported to the house.

;vas reported on the petition of the 
Kitchburg and Suburban Street Railway 
company for leave to extend its tracks 
ind to act as a common carrier. 


The committee on ways and means re- 


ported appropriation bills, one of $10,- 
}00 to provide for the employment of 
prisoners ir.the penal institutions of the 
State; ano>tner of $10,000 for use in the 
Industries at the state farm; and one 
ippropriating $2S,500 for the salaries and 
office expenses of the state highway 
iommission. 


Reconsideration was voted on the bill 


to add two members to the fish and game 
commission. 
The bill was ordered to 


L third reading. 


The bill for the transportation of bi- 


cycles as baggage was substituted for 
an adverse report by one vote, the re- 
mit being 76 yeas and 75 nays. 


The bill providing that when a judge 


lets aside a verdict in a civil suit for 
Bamages he shall state specifically his 
leclsion in writing, and that a second 
trial in such a case shall be solely on the 
juestion of damages, was referred to the 
next general court.

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THE MUDDLE 


Conditions Which Led Up to the Recent 


Outbreak and Present Crisis~The 


Arraniement Between the Three 


Dominant Powers, 


Samoa at the present moment is one 


of the world's sore spots. 


On this globe today there are several 


of these same spots, showing that bad 
blood must break out even in this age 
of peace congresses. But any one who 
has been'in touch with the poVtical and 
social affairs of Samoa during the last 
few years will not express a great deal 
of surprise at the present demand for 
the cauterization of this old sore spot 
which continual international friction 
has kept from healing. 
For some time past the authorities at 


Washington have been on the lookout 
for trouble in Samoa. A diplomatic tilt, 
if nothing worse, loomed up on the po- 
litical horizon several months ago. when 
Herr Rose, the German consul in the 
islands, fell out with his Anglo-Saxon 
colleagues, and it was generally felt 
that Germany was the quarter from 
which trouble was to come. 


For over 25 years the policy of the 


Germans in the south Pacific had not 
been altogether soothing to the sensibil- 
ities of Uncle Sam. During the last two 
years, too, the kaiser seems to have re- 
sorted to a new method of procedure in 
connection with other nations, this new 
method having been well named as "the 
policy of pin pricks." In other words, it 
has been the constant endeavor of Wil- 
liam Imperator to allow his ministers 
and representatives to go to a discreet 
extreme. "When the inevitable protest 
came from the nation imposed upon, 
there followed profuse apologies on tlje 
part of Germany and a nominal punish- 
ment or reprimand for the representa- 
tive who had been so unjust as to ex- 
ceed his instructions. The culprit took 
his disgrace lightly, for he knew "what 
he knew. But the advantages gained 
by any such excesses were usually te- 
naciously clung to, and if the offended 
power retired 
from 
the diplomatic 


struggle satisfied with the result noth- 
ing more was done. If, on the other 
hand, the power imposed upon insisted 


exported to the United States anil Eu- 
rope, the value of the copra exported 
from the islands in 1896 being $231,372, 
while the total exports amounted to 
only $263,047. Recent warfare in the is- 
larfds, however, has tended to bring 
about tho destruction of the cocoanut 
tree, and the result is that what was 
once a very promising industry now 
seems about to suffer and pass away 
through native recklessness. 


From time immemorial the govern- 


ment of the Samoan group has been un- 
der one of the two royal houses of Ma- 
lietoa and Tupea. The island of Tutuila 
alone is an exception to tl.is, as the na- 


criraes which were committed by for- 
eigners and were not subject to con- 
sular interference were also to be tried 
by this court. The capital was author- 
itatively located at Apia, on the island 
of Upolu. which lies almost in the cen- 
ter of the Samoan group and is the 
most important of the 12 islands. The 
future alienation of lands was prohib- 
ited except in the case of certain care- 
fully specified exemptions, and a com- 
mission was appointed to investigate ti- 
tles to property already alleged to have 
| been purchased from the natives. It 
i was not until 1S9-5 that ihis commission 


( completed its task and confirmed in its 
report about 75,000 acres of land to Ger- 


I man owners, 35,000 acres to British and 
i 21,000 acres to Americans. Since that 


I time, however, much of this land has 
i changed hands. 


The deported Malietoa was brought 


back as per agreement and restored to 
his kingship in November, 18S9, and con- 


, tinued on the throne until his death in 
189S. When this event occurred, the 
consuls of the three .powers, with Chief 
Justice Chambers as president, assumed 
temporary charge of the administra- 
tion pending the election or succession 
of a new monarch. It is really out of 
the election and the disputed recogni- 
tion of tht monarch that the present 


aionaries and has shown himself to be 
In sympathy with Christianity and 
modern movements of all description. 
In the face of this, the Germans, scent- 
ing the succession of a monarch who 
would not be particularly Indulgent to 
their interests, brought the exiled Ma- 
taafa back to Apia, and, although he 
had given a pledge not to enter again 
Samoan politics, it was he who received 
tbe largest number of votes in the elec- 
tion to the kingship. His rivals, not 
without considerable grounds for so do- 
ing, set up a claim of fraud and ineligl- 
bility. 


The case was referrpd. quite natural- 


ly, to the chief justice of the Islands, 
Mr. Chambers. After considering the 
case this acknowledged supreme au- 
thority in the islands decided that un- 
der, the conditions of the treaty Ma- 
tanfa was debarred from going into the 
ruling business at the old stand and 
that the Samoan crown had descended 
by election to the son of Malietoa, This 
decision was no sooner handed down 
than civil war broke out in the is- 
lands. Mataafa, owing to Uie predomi- 
nating strength of his following, won & 
decided victory over his rivals. Before 
this was accomplished, however, the 
harbor of Apia was partially destroyed, 
and Mulinuu, the native capital, was 
occupied by Mataafa's forces. 


No man, strange to say, has done 


more to encourage the cause of Mata- 
afa and his party than did the late Rob- 


i ert Louis Stevenson, who wrote many 
articles in his favor and openly sympa- 
thised with this chief. In fact, so ac- 
tive did this sympathy of the great 
novelist at one time become that a law 


promises. "Just as the warships were 
about to sail with Mataafa on board as 
a prisoner he received a letter from 
Stevenson. It was pathetic, but con- 
tained cold comfort. When Mataafa 
came as a prisoner into the cabin of the 
captain of the Kalumba, I handed him 
Stevenson's letter, and I believe that 
when he subsequently read it bis com- 
parison of Judas and Stevenson was 
most forcible." 


Whether ur not this chief's present 


attitude toward the British and Amer- 
ican governments, as opposed to the 


j German, is the result of Stevenson's 
I mistake is not a difficult question to an- 
I swer. Another thing that Stevenson 
1 did was to appeal passionately end. per- 
sistently for the abolition of the native 
practice of beheading and mutilating 
tha dead in warfare. This horrible prac- 
tice has been carried on from time im- 
memorial by the native Samoans, and, 


I as is well known, was not abstained 
from during the recent engagement, in 


i which a number of American and Eng- 
' lish sailors met their death. Ten years 
ago, too, the German seamen suffered In 
the same way. 


j These Samoans, as a rule, are not a 
particularly savage or belligerent peo- 
ple, but when uuce the dogs of war are 
let loose on the islands .it is ahvqys 
some time before they can again be 
chained. Samoa has thousands of Joans 
of Arc, who are not afraid, wh<en nec- 
essary, to engagt- in battle along with 
their fathers and brothers. Each vil- 
lage has its "tapo," and each "tapo" is 
a .general. When it comes to a fight, 
this amazonian "tapo" walks at the 
head of her warriors, and the men fight 
about her as they would about a stand- 
ard. They regard her as the emblem 
of purity and goodness, and woe to the 
enemy who attempts to cut her down. 
The murder of a woman is an almost 
unknown thing in the islands, so that 
the sharpshooter who picks off a "tapo" 
is deliberately knocking the chip from 
an enemy's shoulder, and that enemy 
never rests until the entire tribe to 
which the challenger belongs is wiped 
out or they themselves are defeated. 


In times of peace Samoa is a sort of 


earthly Eden.

MURPHY'S MYSTEKIOUS SHOT. 


A circumstance that caused much 


comment in clubdom at the time be- 
cause of its mysterious character had 
its origin in Delmonico's famous res- 
taurant, in New York, which has re- 
cently been closed for stood.

.has-been the stage for one of these little 
experiments in map a'.tering, but the 
result has not been so satisfactory, 
from a Teutonic standpoint, as might 
have been desired. 


Germany was largely concerned in 


those disturbances in tbe Samoan is- 
lands which ten years ago led to the 
tripartite treaty of Berlin- This treaty 
determined and established the neutral- 
ity of the islands. At the time of its 
formation the people, productions and 
commercial and strategic importance of 
Samoa were well looked into by our gov- 
ernment. On account of lying about 2,000 
miles south and 300 miles west of the 
Hawaiian Islands the group falls in al- 
most a direct line between San Fran- 
cisco and Australia and lies just slight- 
ly south' of the American steamship 
lines connect:ng the Philippines with 
the proposed Nicaragua or Panama ca- 
nal. It will be seen, for this reason, 
that the special importance of the Sa- 
moan archipelago lies in the fact of its 
geographical position. It is of great 
value as a coaling and repair station 
on these great highways of commerce. 
Since the advent of Uncle Sam in the 
east this consideration is weightier than 
of old. 


The population of the islands them- 


selves is small and their present com- 
mercial importance trifling, as both 
their exports and imports are extreme- 
ly limited and insignificant. 


The group is made up of 12 islands, 


10 of which are inhabited and 2 of 
which are riuite destitute of human life. 
They cover an area of 1,700 square miles 
and, according to the latest and most 
reliable information, have a population 
of 36,000 all told. Some 200 of these are 
British subjects, 120 are Germans, 26 
are Americans, the same number are 
French, while the rest of tho population 
is made up of aboriginal races, with the 
exception of 25 persons of mixed Euro- 
pean blood. The natives are of the 
Polynesian race and live mostly on the 
islands of Upolou, Savaii and Tutnila, 
some 17,000 being on the first named is- 
larid and 12,000 on the second. All the 
islands are of volcanic origin, but are 
nevertheless extremely fertile, produc- 
ing sugar, coffee, cocoanuts and cotton. 
Of these the cocoanut is th« most im- 
portant, the copra of commerce being 
obtained from the nut by drying the 
kerne]. A great deal of this copra is 


tives of this island are governed by 
aboriginal chiefs of their own. It was 
in 1873 that a number of foreign resi- 
dents engaged in business on the islands 
suggested and brought about -the estab- 
lishment of a house of nobles and a 
house of representatives, with Malietoa 
Laupepa and the chief of the recognized 
royal house of Tupea as joint kings of 
the islands. Soon afterward Malietoa 
became the sole king, but in 1SS7 was 
deposed by the German government be- 
cause of the claim of unjust treatment 
of German subjects. At that time the 
Germans formed the bulk of the alisn 
population on the islands and were 
more actively engaged in trade than 
was either England or Amei-ica. The 
Germans deported Malietoa to German 
New Guinea and then to the Kameruns, 
in Africa, and in 1888 to Hamburg. In 
the meantime the German residents and 
their supporters proclaimed a native 
chief of the name of Tamasese as king. 
The result of this was an official pro- 
test from the English and American 
consuls at Samoa. Mataafa, at present 
conspicuous in the Samoan struggle, 
who was related to the deported Malie- 
toa, made war upon Tamasese and suc- 
ceeded to the kingship. This brought 
the trouble to a climax, and it was de- 
cided to be advisable that a tripartite 
conference be held at Berlin. This wa* 
done, and the representatives of the 
German, English and American inter- 
ests in the islands drew up a treaty 
which was duly signed by the three 
powers. 
This treaty guaranteed the 


neutrality of the islands and assigned 
to the citizens of the three signatory 
powers equal rights of residence, trade 
and personal protection. The three 
powers at the same time agreed to rec- 
ognize the independence of the Samoan 
government and the free right of the 
natives to elect their own king or chief 
and decide on a form of home govern- 
ment according to their island laws and 
customs. 


At the same time a supreme court for 


the islands was established, consisting 
of but one judge. This judge was to be* 
styled "chief justice of Samoa." 
The 


person who succeeded to this honor was 
Mr. W. L. Chambers, an American, who 
has since played an important part in 
the destinies of Samoa., To this court 
was referred all civil suits concerning 
real estate and property situated in Sa- 
moa and all suits between natives and 
foreigners or between foreigners of 
different nationalities. -This' court was 
also to sit In judgment on all criminals 
where criT.es were committed by na- 
tives up .1 foreign residents.

disagreements between the three pow- 
ers have occurred. The unrest which 
began to brew when the stalwart King 
Malietoa departed this troubled life has 
brought about a situation quite as in- 
volved and ominous as it was ten years 
ago.

Germans to advance unduly their own 
interests. i?or years the three sided fight 
between Mataafa, Tamasese and Malie- 
toa has been resulting in many civil 


was enacted providing for the deporta- 
tion of the offender on the ground of 
stirring up sedition. The man who now 
sleeps on the mountain side at Vailima 
overlooking Apia went to Samoa a free 
lance and espoused the cause of Ma- 
taafa because he considered such ac- 
tion the right and proper thing to do. 


It is probable that had Stevenson 


stuck to the cause of Malietoa, whom 
Great Britain was by treaty bound to 
support, there would have been no re- 
volt. 
Stevenson's attitude seems to

Each consul, too, had his own 
diplomatic irons in the fire, and from 
the time of the death of Malietoa until 
the recent uprising which resulted in 
the killing of the English and American 
sailors there have been frequent unsuc- 
cessful revolts on the part of the follow- 
ers of Mataafa. For a time these were 
not of sufficient gravity to disturb the 
International comity, though for some 
time it has been felt by both Washing- 
ton and London that the German ele- 
ment had been stretching the spirit of. 
the Berlin treaty to the breaking point. 


English and American missionaries 


have been entering the field and advo- 
cating the claims of Malietoa Tanu,-the 
20-year-old son of the dead monarch. 
He is of a kindly and gentle disposition 
and possesses much natural ability. He 
has been a favorite pupil with tho raia- 


; his erratic life, for in speaking of the 
affair Sir Berry Cusack-Smith, one 
time British consul general at Apia, has 
written: 


"Mataafa's rebellion had progressed 


to such an extent that by June, 1892, his 
troops were outside of Apia. On June 8 
a battle took place, in which Mataafa's 
forces were defeated and the heads of 
14 of his soldiers taken as trophies by 
Malietoa L<aupepa's men and laid be- 
fore their king. Mataafa and his fol- 
lowers fled that night to the neighbor- 
ing Island of Manono. One week later 
her majesty's steamer Katumba and 
two German men-of-war summoned 
Mataafa to surrender. H« gave himself 
up and was deported to the Marshall 
Islands.

throughout the rebellion and had assur- 
ed him that the British government 
would never take steps against him. 


"Mataafa disregarded all warnings 


and pinned his faith upon Stevenson's 


fornatuie is kind to him, and hi? ever 
productive. uOil yiejds him a wealth of 
food, with scarcely any 
cultivation. 


There are no poisonous pnakes or fero- 
••cious animals on the islands. The cli- 
|mate is beautiful and healthful. There 
are no southern tevers, and the air is 
alwayb pure and clear. No European or 
American foot has ever yet traversed 
the dense foiobts of the interiors of the 
islands, and few of tbe mountains have 
ever been climbed or ejcploi cd. The na- 
tives themselves a>.c not unattractive. 
The women are splendidly formed crea- 
tures, and one has only to read Steven- 
son's eulogy of these children of the Pa- 
cific to realize and appreciate their 
charms, Tha Samoan soldier is a stal- 
wart and well developed chocolate skin- 
ned heathen. He is tall, of erect and 
proud carriage and takes a great pride 
in his athletic prowess. 


One dangerous and ever increasing 


element in the population of the islands 
is the half caste class. This class is 
the offspring of native women "by white 
fathers. 
They make very beautiful 


specimens of humanity to look upon, 
but owing to the circumstances of their 
birth and their absolute lack of educa- 
tion, the tendency of their life is not 
strictly moral. Their paternity is not 
denied by the whites, but the Euro- 
pean'fathers take no interest in their 
illegitimate offspring, and the result is 
that it is the half castes who supply the 
islands with their immoral and criminal 
classes.' It is only another ipstance of 
the contaminating influence of civiliza- 
tion on a race that-must have .existed 
happily and contentedly in its aborig- 
inal state. 
Today the Samoan islands may be 


likened to an immense caldron in 
which nmny conflicting elements seethe 
and bofl. It is doubtful if native labor 
will ever be sufficient for the develop- 
ment of the archipelago, which must 
come about as soon as the immense re- 
sources of this insular Eden are made 
known to the world and the present 
troubles which are tearing it asunder 
are adjusted* When that time does 
come, it does not require any commer- 
cial ' Moses to foretell the fact that it 
will be the energetic American who will 
step in and take a hand In the building 
up of the Samoa of the future.

What Mr, Gladstone 


Thought oi Devils, 


Some interesting private letters of the 


illustrious statesman, William E. Glad- 
stone, have lately come into my posses* 
sion.-and I have obtained leave to mak» 
what use of them 1 please. According 
to one of these missives, interest in'the 
subject of Satan and all his ways and 
•works has greatly increased during the 
last 20 years or so, "though the vjery 
name 'devil,' or 'dovvil.1 always had 
many and strange meanings." This an- 
pears to hav-p been so even in days when 
all the world was young, for Ur. Glad- 
stone mentions incidentally that tho 
| devil was represented as a. two legged 
creature with a cloven hoof by certain 
rabbinical writers, several of whom 
styled him "SPirissim"—that is, a. goal, 
one of the most unclean of animals. 
The expression "Go to the duvil!" would 
seem to have a different origin from Hit- 
one commonly attributed to it, tor we 
(are told in one of these Ic-tttrs that there 
1 formerly existed at the upper end of 
Fleet street, London, a popular tavern 
largely patronized by members of the 
literary, legal and clramauc professions, 
which tavern bore the sign, ''The Devil 
and St. Dunstan." When the journal- 
ists quitted their offices, the lawyers 
their courts or then chambers and tho 
actors their rehearsals in order to go to 
lunch, they generally left \vJrd, ''Gone 
tc the Devil," so that when in time 
some of these worthies gradually drop- 
ped into the habit of spending the whole 
of their afternoons at "the sign of tho 
Devil," to the detriment of their work, 
the phrase "going to ihe Devil" became 
synonymous with "going to the bad." 
Lest I should be taken to task for re- 
tailing this somewhat bold assertion, I 
have studiously sought confirmation of 
it, also some other reference to the his- 
toric tavern alluded to. The latter I find 
in Swift's famous "Letter to Stella," 
which contains the following entry: 
'•Dined today with Dr. Garth and Mr. 
Addison at the Devil tavern, near Tem- 
ple Bar." 


The origin of the habit of alluding to 


a pair of clever rogues as "the devil 
and Faust" dates back, Mr. Gladstone 
thinks, to the tradition that when Faust 
issued his printed imitations of manu- 
script Bibles and sold them in Paris and 
elsewhere as genuine manuscripts he 
was accused of being in league with the 
devil and ordered to be roasted alive, 
but upon his revealing his secret—thfc 
secret of printing—andimploringpardo/i 
he was released. This legend, he s&yft. 
has, no doubt, a substratum of truth, as 
so many of the earlier traditions had, 
but exactly where truth ends and •flc- 
tion begins it is of course almost impos- 
sible to tell. The printer's devil, he saya 
in one of the letters, has been in •exist- 
ence almost since the general introduc- 
tion of the printing press, and presuma- 
bly the nickname was given to him by 
the printers who employed him on ac- 
count of his uniform of black. What 
Sir. Gladstone means by "uniform of 
black" is not quite clear, and die half 
of the letter which might explain it is 
missing. 
In Dr. Brewer's excellent 


Pii Urinary of Phrase and Fable," how- 
. i M . "n printer's devil"' is described as 


"foimprly the boy who took the printed 
sheets Mom the tympan of the press." 
Old il'ixon says, "They do commonly so 
black and bedaub themselves that the 
workmen do jocosely call them devils." 
This possibly was the "uniform of 
black" alluded to in the letter. About 
the year 1490 a certain Venetian printer 
employed as "devil" a black slave, and, 
superstitious country folk hax-ing per- 
suaded themselves and one another that 
the fellow coulS not be of this -ftorid, 
the printer, much disgusted, issued » 
proclamation that "I, Aldo Manuzio, 
printer to the doge, have this day made 
public exposure of the printer's deviL 


i that all who think he is not flesh ana 
blood may come and pinch him." 


When Mr. Gladstone -was last in pow- 


er, his supper at the house of commons 
almost invariably consisted of grilled 
or, as he was the first to name them, 
"deviled" bones, and it was this trifling 
incident that led eventually to his -writ- 
ing the letters now in my possession, 
Ever seeking knowledge, no matter~bow 
apparently trivial, he very kindly vol- 
unteered upon that occasion to send an 
acquaintance of his engaged in com- 
piling a dictionary of quaint and curi- 
ous phrases all he knew oi the origin 
of various specified words and even to 
seek out for the young man further in- 
formation in some of the musty vol- 
umes over which he himself so loved 
to spend the lew odd moments of lei- 
sure at his disposal. "Tak o' th' dule, 
and he'll put oot his horns," is an old 
Scotch saw to -which, we are indebted 
for the hackneyed modern saying, "Talk 
of the devil, and i»e win come." Mr, 
Gladstone unearthed no less than five 
early references to this proverb alone, 
one of -which occurs in "Hans Carvel" 
and runs as follows: 


Since, therefore, 'tis to combaf evil, 
'Tis lawful to employ the devil. 
Forthwith the devil did appear. 
For, name him, and he's always near. 
"The latter day cant phrase, 'Devil to 


pay,' " -writes Mr. Gladstone in the last 
of his letters upon the subject, "is ob- 
viously a contraction of the sentence, 
'Devil to pay and no pitch hot.' " "To 
pay the seams of a ship," he then goes 
on to explain, means to fill and cover 
the seams with boiling pitch, -while 
"devil" is the slang for a dirty opening 
or seam. Consequently "Devil to pay 
anil no pitch hot" signifies in plain 
English that the seams or openings are 
ready to be filled with pitch, but that 
the pitch is not hot—in other words, 
not ready—and that, therefore, owing to 
the delay, a considerable sum of money 
will be wasted—that is, there will b«

Sensational Attempt at Mur- 


der in Latest Style Un* 


. earthed Here. 


ITALIAN UNDER ARREST 


Has Been Identified as Man Who Reg. 


istered a Package Thought to 


Contain Poison at Pittsfield 


Post Office. Fell Into 


Wrong Hands Here. 


What was apparently an attempt to 


jnurder by sending poison through the 
mails in this city has been unearthed 
by the police, and an Italian 
from 


Pittsfield is now under arrest charged 
with the crime. The affair is a remark- 
able one aside from the startling nature 
of the attempt. If it was in reality the 
sort of attempt it appeared to be, it 
was*diso,overecT through one of the most 
peculiar blunders that could have been 
made. 


Three ^packages of supposed poison 


were sent tnrough the mail, with a let- 
ter addressed to a woman, stating that 
the poison was to be used to kill her 
husband. But the envelope in which 
the letter and poison was sent was ad- 
dressed to the husband himself, and fell 
into his hands, and by him the mat- 
ter was promptly referred to the po- 
lice. 


The man under arrest charged with 


the crime is Guiseppe Ranieri of Pitts- 
field, a small sized and 
treacherous 


looking Italian. The man for whom the 
poison was intended is Francesco de 
Sabato, who lives with his wife, Rosie, 
and a son who is employed at the Ar- 
nold print works, on Walnut street. 


It is said that the woman left her 


husband about a year ago, and -went 
to Pittsfield, 
where she lived with 


Uanieri for about 10 months. 
Some 


two or three weeks ago she was in- 
duced by her son to return and live 
with her husband. From what the 
police have discovered, the attempt at 
murder seems to have been a plot to 
kill the husband, and throw the sus- 
picion on the son and another woman, 
who had been accused, it is thought, 
of being intimate with the husband 
during his wife's absence. 


It is either an attempt of this kind 


that failed on account of an almost in- 
comprehensible blunder in addressing 
the envelope to the one -whom it was 
intended to kill, or it is an attempt to 
frighten the husband by making him 
think there was a plot or to involve 
the woman in what was meant to ap- 
pear a determined effort to kill her 
husband. There might be motives for 
any of these purposes, but the case will 
rest largely on the result of the expert 
analysis of the powders that were sent. 
If these prove to contain poison, it is 
thought that the police will have a 
very strong case. Only in case there is 
no poison could the case be made out 
to amount to an attempt at intimida- 
tion. 
„ 


There is no doubt that the police are 


satisfied that the powders sent con- 
tained poison. When they were first 
placed in the hands of the chief a 
hasty examination was made by local 
chemists, and traces of arsenic were 
discovered. 
The powders were then 


sent out of town to an expert. The re- 
sult of this analysis has not yet been 
made 'known, but the police expect to 
receive it very soon. In the charge 
brought against the man this morning 
m district court, it was alleged that he 


ftemt'ted to murder by the use of two 


f1!. ' hms of white arsenic.

Instead of 
opening- it, therefore, he took it straight 
to the police star'on. 


It was opened, and found to contain 


a letter addressed to Rosie, the man's 
wife, and three packages of powder, 
one pink and two white ones. The let- 
ter was written in Italian, and on being 
translated proved to be directions to 
the woman as to how to use the pow- 
ders in killing her husband. 


She was told to put one -of the powders 


in his coffee, another under the pillow 
of her son, and the third under the door 
of the room of the other woman, who 
lives near the Sabato family. 


The police would not give out the 


full contents of the letter, more than 
the fact that it implicated a plot in 
which a number are implicated. 


It was written in fairly good penman- 


ship, and showed some evidences of ed- 
ucation on the part of the writer. The 
name signed was not that of Ranieri, 
and it purported to. be written from 
"Pontoosa, N. Y." It was dated April 
26, but the postmark on the envelope 
was April 28. It was received in the 
local office Saturday afternoon, and de- 
livered Monday morning, May 1. 


The letter was registered at the Pon- 


toosac postoffice, and the receipt, which 
was sent back from this city, was nev- 
er called for. 


After arresting P.anieri the local offi- 


cers took him to the postmaster at 
Ponfcoosac, and the latter identified him 
positively as the man who registered 
the letter at that office. 


On reaching this city the officers in- 


terviewed Renieri, and the latter talked 
freely. The statements he made would 
not be given out by the police, but it 
was very evident that after it Chief 
Kendall was confirmed in. his theory 
that the affair was a real attempt to 
commit murder, -and not an attempt to 
intimidate Sabato or his ,wife. 


Chief Kendall, Captain Dineen, Offi- 


cer Rosasco and the other officers have 
worked hard on the case, and it is be- 
lieved that they have more evidence in 
the matter than has appeared, and they 
are to be congratulated on the prompt- 
ness of the results. The preliminary 
work -was carefully done, and it is be- 
lieved that the case will result In bring- 
ing to light a desperate effort to com- 
mit crime. 


There was little new that developed 


in the case during the day, and the 
police developed a very decided re- 
luctance to answer too many questions 
as to what had been dona in the mat- 
ter. No other arrest baa bten made, 
and none is expected. 


When asked if the powder that Sa- 


bato has received before this time In 
what he believes to be other attempts 
to poison him had been analysed or 
not. Chief Kendall said that he did not 
care to say anything about.that part 
of the case. 


DAN6ER IN CAKE WALKING. 


Exhilirating Pastime Leads to 


Separation in Pittsfield,

A sad story comets from Plttsfleld in 


connection with cake walking, which 
those who have been interested in the 
sport locally will read with sorrow, 
since it indicates an unexpected danger 
In the exhilarating pastime. It was a 
case of separation resulting from a 
cakewalk some time ago in the county 
seat The couple had been married just 
a week when a cake walk was an- 
nounced to take place In that city. 


Now the wife is somewhat of a walker 


herself and readily accepted an offer to 
take part. To this the husband offered 
strenuous objections. It was of no use 
however. The woman would walk and 
walk she did. So well did she walk that 
her young companion and herself car- 
ried away the first prize, a cake. 


The winning of the first prize, the 


wife felt, would prove enough to sat- 
isfy the husband for her refusing to 
obey him, but in this she was mistaken. 
Although only a husband a week he 
positively refused to live with her any 
longer. He threw up his position, 
which was-a good one, and left the city. 
The wife begged and pleaded, but it 
was of no use. He "didn't believe in 
cake walks no how and didn't iutend 
that any wife of his should take part 
in them."
